On March 21, 1893, James W . Pearl 
made a proposition to the city of Ben­ 
ton Harbor to construct an electric 
lighting plant in this city and sell the 
same to the city for $7,500. The plant 
was to furnish fifty arc lights and its 
operation was guaranteed to cost less 
than $50 per lamp per year. 
Had the 
city then accepted the proposition 
enough money would have been saved 
in these live years on lights to have 
paid the $7,500 originally invested in 
the plant. 
Mr. Pearl renews 
his 
proposition to the city, which is as fol­ 
lows. and will <,^ive any desired bond 
for the faithful perfornuince of the 
work. 
His olTer is as follows: 


“ My attention having been directed 
to a desire on t he part of some citi/ens 
for an increase of the amount of street 
lights now furtiished 1 take the liberty 
to submit the following for your consid­ 
eration: 


“ 1 will furnish the city a complete 
plant including motive power, dynamo 
and eleetrioal appartus, in additii'n to 
parts available and unused at water 
works building, poles, wire and lifty 
arc lamps with all necessary lixtures 
erected complete in every respect and 
in succe.ssful operation for the stun of 
seven thousand tive hundred ($7,500) 
dollars. 


“ In addition to the above I will con­ 
tract to operate this plant for a term of 
years suitable to your honorable body, 
furnishing light in accordance with 
Philadelphia moonlight schedule all 
night and c(|uai to the lights no.w in 
use, for lifty dollars per light per an­ 
num. 


“In token of my sincerity I herewith 
enclose my'certilied check for the sum 
of live hundred ($500)dollars as a tjuaran- 
tee that I will enter into contract in ac­ 
cordance with above proposition if .same 
be accepted within any reasonable 
tim e.”

OTHER BIDE IS EQÜALLT POSITIVE 


That It Could Not ltnv«> Said W hat tha Rec­ 
ord lteoo:ds—Hitt*« Wortit aa They Ap­ 
pear In That riibllcatlon—Longstreettho 
Suliject of llebate in the Senate* but 1« 
Confirmed—Reciprocity Still Makat Slow 
ProgrcM—Prosenft Status. 
W ashington, Jan. 24.—The ■ensational 
episode a t the close of the Cuban debate 
on Thursday, when Speaker Reed and 
Bailey, the Democratic leader, In par- 
Uam entary language questioned each 
other's veracity, the one charging and 
the other resenting the Im putation of 
bad faith, had Its sequel In the house 
Saturday. 
On a question of personal 
privilege Bailey got the floor and In* 


noN. J w nAILET. 
yoked the printed record of the agree­ 
m ent to sustain his charge th at the 
agreem ent had iieen violated. He was 
m et by H itt, chairm an of the forelRn 
affairs com m ittee; H enderson of Iowa, 
one of the floor leaders of the m ajority, 
and also by the speaker w ith the argu­ 
m ent th at no agreem ent, such as al­ 
leged, even If made, which they denied, 
could have waived the rules of the 
house and th a t any agreem ent for a 
vote on a motion necessarily assum ed 
th at the motion would ije in order under 
the rules. W hile the language used wa.s 
strong there was no display of tem per 
and no excitem ent was occasioned, a l­ 
though the statem ents and 
counter- 
statem ents were enthusiastically 
ap ­ 
plauded by th e respective sides. 


Now 1» the llucortl or llitt W ronirf 
Bailey said an exam ination of the 
record showed th a t there w as an agree­ 
m ent th at there should be a yea and 
nay vote on the m otion to recommit, 
so explicit and distinct th at he felt it 
his duty to call it to the attenion of the 
country. 
He then read a t length the 
colloquy 
which 
took 
place 
between 
W illiam s of MisHlHsippi, H itt and others 
as to the closing of the Cuimn debate. 
W hen he finished by quoting H itt's last 
rem arks; 
“And it is understood, Mr. 
C hairm an, th a t at 4 o'clock tomorrow 
there shall i)e but one yea and nay 
vote, th a t on a motion to recommit," 
the D em ocrats broke forth In api)lause. 
“T hat was precisely my statem ent," 
continued Bailey. 
“I do not desire to 
Im pute m otives other than honorable 
ones to any one. for I am slow to charge 
falsehood or unfair dealing, but I do 
aflirm th a t there h as been either a m is­ 
understanding or a m is-statem ent. 
Amendment*« to Teller'« Reanlutlon. 
Two am endm ents %vere offered In the 
senate S aturday to the Teller resolu­ 
tion, one by Nelson of M innesota, de­ 
claring it to he the duty of the govern­ 
m ent under existing law s to m aintain 
the parity In value of its gold and sil­ 
ver money, and the other by Spooner of 
W isconsin, substituting for the Teller 
resolution the declaration th at it is the 
financial policy of the U nited States to 
m aintain the existing gold standard un­ 
til an international agreem ent w ith the 
leading com m ercial nations of the world 
for the free coinage of silver shall be 
reached. 
There w as no debate upon 
either am endm ent, both being proposed 
after S tew art of N evada had addressed 
the senate for an hour. The se.ssion was 
devoted to th e consideration of bills on 
the calendar and shortly after 2 o’clock 
went into executive session. 


They Don't Like iMingtreet*« Record. 
The senate spent two hours in ex­ 
ecutive session discussing the nom ina­ 
tion of G eneral L ongstreet to be com­ 
m issioner of railroads, which nom ina­ 
tion had come over from Friday be* 
cause of the objection m ade then by 
Vest. W hen the nom ination was taken 
lip Saturday Vest took the floor and 
opposed confirmation, his chief reason 
being th at Longstreet had acted with 
Republican party in Louisiana after the 
war. T hat w as Caffery's objection, also, 
the Justlflcatlon for their stand being 
th at the Republican party of Louisiana 
a t that time was very corrupt, as they 
claimed, and Longstreet’s action th ere­ 
with showed a w ant of Judgment. D an­ 
iel's objection was tliat Longstreet had 
criticized General Robert E. Lee in a 
book upon the rebellion. 
The Republi­ 
can called this sort of oi)Jectlon w aving 
the “bloody sh irt” and Longstreet was 
duly confirmed.

W ashington,

24.—D uring 
the 
senate session Saturday, speaking of 
the Teller resolution, Stew art said th at 
the secretary of the treasury had no 
more au th o rity to soli bonds and de­ 
mand gold for them when there was 
“coin" in the treasury w ith which to 
redeem bonds than he (Stew art) had. 
Bonds had been sold, said Stew art, 
because the coin In the treasu ry was 
not the kind with which it was desired 
to pay the bonds. He maintained that 
the law was m andatory upon the sec­ 
retary ot the treamiry to redeem bonds

Interstate Comnieree Law. 


W ashington, Jan . 24.—Senator Cullom 
Saturday Introduced a new bill for the 
am endm ent of the Interstate commerce 
law. 
The bill Is Intended to cover the 
defects of the present law as Indicated 
by the courts. 
It gives the Interstate 
commerce commission authority to pro­ 
hibit any railroad company or other 
common carrier from charging m ore for 
a long haul than a short haul over the 
sam e line. The bill also confers on the 
commission the right to determ ine and 
fix rates \vhere these are unreasonable, 
and also by which transportation Is ob­ 
tained at less than the ^ w fu l rates, and 
the offense Is made punishable by a fine 
of $5,000 and one year im prisonm ent. A 
fine of $5,000 is also Imposed for a change 
of rates by any unauthorized device. 
The carriers them selves as well as their 
agents are m ade liable for all offenses. 
Persons testifying falsely under the act 
are to be deemed guilty of perjury.

Hero Sunday-D av Given 
Over to the Work. 


Sunday in thlii cliy was given over 
to ihu Antl-Sttloon league movement, 
llev. John A. lirant, su|)erlntenclent of 
the state work and Prof. A. O. Wrl^rht, 
8Ui»ermtcndcnt of the leaj^ue In De­ 
troit, wore present and asslated in the 
work. 
Mr. Brant 8|Hike at the Metlio* 
d b t church and Mr. W rljjhtat the Con- 
gret^ational church In the morning and 
Mr. 
W right at 
the 
I’rcsbyterian 
church in tlie evei»lng. 
Both were 
present at the worker^' meeting at the 
Baptint church in the afternoon and 
both addrciihud the ma»tf meeting ut 
Conkey'ti hall in the evening. The at­ 
tendance at tlie hall waa large and en- 
thus^labtic. 


The way h being prepared for the lo­ 
cal option light in thin disicirict. 
in hi» 
speecli Uui evening Mr. Brant made 
th b 
statement: 
“ When 
liurrien 
county rairiCH the banner for local op* 
tlon the »tale and national Anti-Saloon 
league will »iee It and will come to help 
you In the light. The Htate and na­ 
tional liquor league.-» will aUo j)our in 
their money and the light will be a 
national iss^ue. The Greek will meet 
the Greek and If we lo.se the light we 
ought to Ih? whipped. The trouble with 
the temperance people heretofore is« 
th at iIh\v have been lightingeach other 
in:«tead of the enemy. The Antl-Haloou 
league pro|HJ.HeH to unite together all 
temperance forced and that mean» vic­ 
tory.’’ 


Mr. Brant in hisi addrcj^H gave en­ 
couraging rejKjrtfi of the work in tiii» 
and other nUUes. 
At 
Vuutig.stown, 
Oil to. during the four dayn of the aifrl- 
culturiil fair euch year the city wu.s 
noted for ll.s druiikenne>i>» and women 
were afraid to venture on the street*. 
'I’he Anti-SAioon league wan formed 
and a man of courage uuide it:» prejsl- 
dent. He dirtcovereil an old statute mak­ 
ing It unlawful for a naloon to be kept 
open within two miie.'« of an agricul­ 
tural fair. The two mile limit took in 
the entire city of Vouniii^town and by 
the courage of thl» one man the onieerH 
did their duty and Youngstown wa^sdry 
for faurdayii. 


•‘Uow i» your proHecutlnir attorneyV’’ 
ai^ked the i»peaker. Someone replied, 
“A good one.” The »¡»eaker said that 
wa.*» good but he knew they had a good 
one in Kalama/.ao county for the Anti- 
Saloon league elected him. The man 
nominated (or this olllce on the ma­ 
jority ticket in thatconnty wa^i no good 
and («he league throw its Bup|H)rt and 
elected a man on the minority ticket 
and he waB all right and the only man 
elected from that ticket. On the ma­ 
jority 
ticket 
the league supported 
SherllT Snow, a man of a Uoo’g courage 
who haii brought punitihment on every 
illicit druggist and saloon man and the 
leading hotel men who had delied the 
law for yearti. By request of the league 
the minority party nominated Judge 
Sterns for mayor and he was elected 
by 25 majority although it took the 
change of 1,000 votes to do It. The only 
i 
mUceman on the force who bad been 
loinghlsduty was made chief of police. 


The league has also done good work 
in Lansing. Two years ago it squeezed 
out ten saloons, last May live saloons 
more, and look out for next May. One 
of the saloonists recently applied to 
Judge Grant with the )lea that if sa­ 
loon men lived up to the law they could 
not live at all. The judge advised the 
man tliat if he could not live constitu­ 
tionally the best thing for him to do 
was to die. 


Professor W right said there were 
many ways to get rid of the saloon. 
A 
saloon moved into a quaker village and 
next day tne dealer went into a quaker 
store to buy some ealieo. Tlie devout 
m erehaut said to 
*'I think thee is 
the man who keeps the »uluon unil I 
cannot sell thee. 
The liquor dealer 
then tried to buy some groeei'ies and 
the quaker gave the .same refjionse. 
Next day the saloon moved out of town. 
There 
another way to move tlie .sa­ 
loons and that is not to drive it east or 
west or north or soutli but right 
straight up (evidently meaning the 
torch) but the way I would advise you 
to geD rid of the saloon is to vote it out. 


“Eight years ago I was superinten­ 
dent of the schools in a small Ohio city 
and had given the saloons but little at­ 
tention. 
I knew' they 
exioicu. 
I 
thought my aim in life was to hold n\y 
job and keep out of municipal and oia- 
er alTairs. One night 1 saw suaiek-uiiig 
which changed my mind. On 
the 
street I saw two of my best hiyh scho >1 
boys belonging to the leading I ami lies 
In town, beastly drunk. 
It eaine to me 
that perhaps I luid not been doing my 
duty and I pledged a vow tli.it with 
God's help I would endeavor m ko« p 
the boys away from the saloon atjd the 
saloon away irom the hoys. 
I ue^iUi a 
Bght U[)on the saloon.s of the town. 
My father wrote to me and advised me 
to stop or 1 would lose my job. 
1 Jut 1 
didn't quit. 
The pastor of one of the 
leading city churches called me Into 
his study one day and said that t was 
having a good inlluenceover the young 
people of the town and he would bo 
sorry to have me leave, 
lie added the 
advice that if I kept on lighting the sa­ 
loons 1 would do no good but lose my 
job. 
He asked me to quit. 
But 1 
didn’t quit. 
„ 


••Things got pretty warm and the 
board of education held a meeting. 
1 
was there. The treasurer of the board 
got up and made a speech. 
He said 
some pretty bad wt>rds, in fact, he 
swore, and then ho swore some more. 
He said that 1 must go and that right 
away. 
1 replied that I had a contract 
which held me up to next J\me and 
that I expected to stay unless the Lord 
took me away and I added that I didn't 
believe that the Lord wanted me to 
die while the saloon light was going. 
Well, the treasurer said If 1 wanted to 
be mean alK>ut it that they'd lix me so 
Pd never get another job. 
I said per­ 
haps that was so but my father hid a 
good farm down near C’olumbus and 1 
didn’t think they could stop me from 
working that. 


“The light continued. 
At the next 
spring election the town voted dry and 
the saloons went out. 
But I didn't. 
Shortly follo)ving the election the lH>ard 
of education met again and the treas­ 
urer who had denounced me came for­ 
ward with the proposition to hire me 
for three years more and increase my 
salary iCUi per month. The [>roposition 
carried. 
You may wonder why the 
change. Soon after the me. 
ng of the 
board in December one night I ran 
aerciss the Iwiy of the treasurer and the 
boy was dead drunk. 
I took him to my 
room and sent a message i<i his umther 
saying that her son havt decided to stay 
with me all night. 
I put him in my 
own bed and about 
o‘elt»ek in the 
morning he had hUlVteientiy ^obered to 
talk. 
We talked it all ov‘er together 
and then knelt down and prayed. 
The 
boy was never known to drink again 
anti today he is studying lor the minis­ 
try. 
I say it pays to light the .^aloon 


“ W hat will it cost to keen the sa­ 
loons in Henton Hurbor the next gen­ 
eratio n ^’ asked tlie profe.ssor. 
••! will 
tell you what it will eost. 
It will cost 
one boy out of every lifth family to be a 
drunkard. 
It will take one girl out of 
every lifth family to be a drunkard’s 
wife. 
Saloons. 
you 
know, 
make 
drunkards and drunkards, must have 
wives. 
We call Benedict Arnold a 
traitor because he 
sold his coun­ 
try for several 
thousand 
dollars. 
All the world hates Judas because he 
sold his ( ‘hriot for thirty pieces of silver 
but for $’>OUa year license we are selling 
to the saloons our boy one of every lifth 
family.’ 


The professor showed that the liquor 
power was not so strong as Is supposed, 
i'hey merely hold the balance of power 
and while the Christian people have 
been voting the ticket under the roos­ 
ter, the eagle, the rose or the plow, the 
saloon men have been voting for can­ 
didates on any ticket who will protect 
their business. 


In the mopnlng Prof. W right spoke 
t'J a small congregation at the First 
CJngregational church. 
He gave a 
detailed statem ent of the alms and pur* 
|M)BeB of the Antl-Saloon movement, 
but refrained from paying his respects 
to the saloon-keeper. 
He gald there 
were three parties connected with the 
saloons, the man behind the bar, the 
roan in front of the bar, and the man 
who licensed the bar. 
He praised the 
W. C. T. IJ., and declared that If that 
noble organization bad held true to its 
first principle, and not spread itself out 
over forty lines of work, the Antl-Sa- 
loon league would not now be neces­ 
sary. He praised the prohibition party 
for the temperance sentiment it had 
created, the Good Templars and all 
kindred societies. 
The Anti-Saloon 
league stands on such a broad plane 
that it unites all temperance people, 
the most radical and tho.se who desire 
to use liquor in their own homes but 
oppose tlie downtending influence of 
the saloons. The motto of the league 
is simply, ‘‘The Saloon Must Go.” 


The league does not expect its mem­ 
bers to enl'orce the laws or play the 
part of detectives 
in Detroit the 
league has a ntaek of evidences aguiiisL 
:i0O saloons seLUired by a reliable eom- 
mittee but no complaints will be made 
again.st the violators. 
The attention 
of the ollieers has been culled to the 
shameful state of alTairs and they have 
refused to act, and it has been learned 
that ollieers have received subsidies 
from saloons and bawdy houses to be 
protected.

pilo of publieations, look over tho titles 
and notice that nine out of ten of the 
books are injurious. 
Ail tho way from 
here toClilcagoor New Orleans notice tliat 
objectionablo boijUs domlnato. 
Taste for 
pure literature is pols«aied Ijy this scum of 
tlio publishing house. 
Every book in 
which sin triumphs over virtue, or in 
which ft glamour Is tlirowu over dissipa­ 
tion, or which leaves you at its last line 
With less respect for tho iiuirriago Institu­ 
tion and less abhorrenco for the paramour 
Is a dejiression of your own moral char­ 
acter. The bookbindery may bo attractive, 
and the plot dramatic and startling, and 
tho stylo of writing sweet as the iioney 
tliat Jonathan took up witii liis rod, but 
your best interests forbid it, your moral 
eafety forbids it, your Uod forbids it, and 
ono taste of it may lead to sueli bad re­ 
sults that you may have to say at tho closo 
of tho exiieriment or at tho closu of a mis- 
Improvcd lifetime, “ I did but tasto a llttlo 
honoy witii tho rod that was in my band, 
ond, lo, I must dio,” 


Corrupt literature is doing moro today 
for tho disruption of domestio life tijan 
any other cause. Elopements, marital in­ 
trigues, 
sly 
correspondence, 
iictitious 
names given at postoiUce windows, clan­ 
destino meetings in parks, and at ferry 
gates, and in hotel parlors, and conjugal 
perjuries are among tho ruinous results. 
When u woman young or old gets her head 
thoroughly stuffed with the modern novel, 
she is in appalling peril. 
But some one 
will say, “ The heroes are so adroitly knav­ 
ish, and tho heroines so bewitcbingly un­ 
true, and tho turn of the story so exquisite, 
and all the eharacterg so enrapturing, 1 
cannot quit them .’* 
My brother, my sis­ 
ter, you can find styles of literature just 
as charming that will elevate and purify 
and ennoble and Chriitianbe while they 
please.

There Is a wealth of good books 
coming forth from our publishing houses

Syracuse one day 1 picked up a book called 
“ The Beauties of Uuskiii,’ 
It was only a 
Hook ot extract.M, but It was all pure honey, 
and I was not .«satisfied ufttll 1 purchased 
ail his works, at tliat timo exiwiislvo be­ 
yond an ensy capacity to own them, and 
with what delight 1 went through reading 
h is‘*ÿeven Lamps of* Architecture” and 
his “ Stones of Venice” it is ImpossUdo for 
me to describe except by saying that it 
gavo mo a rapture for good iMioks and an 
everlasting disgust for dt?cri*plt or im­ 
moral books that will last mo while my 
life lasts. 
All around tho church and tho 
world today thi nj are busy hives of Intel­ 
ligence occupied by authors and aut houss­ 
es from wliose pens drip a distillation 
whleh Is the very nectar of heaven, and 
why will you thrust your rod of inquisi­ 
tiveness into tho dcathful saccharine of 
perdit iony 


^itinuilating liquids also come into tho 
category of temptation deliiilous.liut death­ 
ful. 
Vtm say, ” 1 ca'nnot l>ear the ta>te of 
intoxicating kit|U or, and how any man can 
like It is to me an ama/ement. ” SYell. t hen, 
it is no credit to you that you do not take 
it. 
Do not lirag aijout your t»»tal aiistl- 
neiice. heeuuse it is not from any principle 
that you rejiitt alcoholism, but for tho 
reason that you reject certain styles *if 
food—you simply don*t like the taste of 
them. 
Ilut nuiltltudes of people have a 
natural fondness for all kinds of Intoxi­ 
cants. They like It so much that It makes 
them smack their lips to look at it. They 
are dyspeptic, and they like to aid diges­ 
tion; or they aro annoyed by Insomnia, 
and they take It to produco sleep; or they 
are troubled, and they take It to make 
them oblivious; or they feel happy, and 
they must celebrate their hilarity. 
Tliey 
begin with m int julep sucked through two 
S tr a w s o n the Long Branch phi/./.a and end 
in the ditch, taking from a jug a liquid 
half kerosene and half whisky. 
Tliey not 
only like it, but it is a n all consuming i>as 
slon of ijody, mimi and soul, and after 
awhile have it they will, though one winc 
ghiss of It sliuuhl cost the temporal and 
eternal destruction of themselves and all 
their families and tho whole human race. 
*rhey would say, “ I uni sorry It Is going 
to cost mo and my family and all tho 
world’s population so very much, but here 
it goes to niy Ups, and luiw let It rtdl over 
my parched tongue and down my heated 
throat, the sweetest and most Inspiring, 
the most delU ious draft tliat ever thriih'd 
a human frame.” 
To euro tho halilt Ijc 
fore it conies tti its last stages various plans 
were tried in olden times. 
This plan was 
recommended in the ijooks: When a man 
wanteii lo reform, ho put shot or bullets 
into tho cup or glass of strong drink—one 
additional shot or bulleteacli day that dls- 
placeil .so much liqmir.

there Is a complete fascination in games 
of hazard or the risking of money on pos­ 
sibilities. It seems os natural for them to 
bet as to eat. Indeed the hunger for food 
It often overpowered by the hunger for 
wagert.

gambling house all night at they were in 
the halls of legltlatlon by day. 
Oh, tho 
tragedies of the faro table! 1 know per* 
ions who began with a slight stake In a 
ladies’ parlor and ended with tho suicide's 
pistol at Monte Carlo, 
They played with 
the square pieces of bone with black marks 
on them, not knowing thatsat4in was play* 
Ing for their Ijones at the same time, and 
was suro to sweep all the stakes ofT on his 
side of tho table. Stiite legli»lttturcs havo 
again and again sanctioned tho mighty 
tvll by passing laws In defense of race 
tracks), and many young men havo lost all 
their wages at such so called “ meetings.”

1 had a friend %vho 
put his hand on his hip pocket ami said In 
substance, “ I have there the value of 
f*J.io,oOo.”

What was the matter)* Stuck gambling. 
Of the vast majority who are vietimi/.ed 
you hear not one wortl. One great st»ick 
firm goes down and whole cidumns of 
newspapers discuss their fraud ur their 
disaster, and wo uro presented with their 
features and their blo|iraphy.

The barometer in St. Joseph Satur­ 
day night threw all of the sailors and 
marine men on their beams end. The 
indicator of the barometer at Curran’s 
kept going down from 7 to 9 o’clock. 
An anxious crowd gathered around the 
instrument as the indicators went down 
and a “Chicora storm” was predicted 
and it came. 


At 9 p. m. sharp the barometer drop­ 
ped to 28:45, the exact lowest point 
reached by the instrument the night 
the steamer Chicora was lost. Only 
once has the barometer reached a lower 
mark and that was two days after the 
Chicora went down. It then reached 
28:36.

The barometer was not amiss for at 
12 o’clock a most terrific storm, equal 
to tho Chicora storm, broke over this 
section, uprooting giant trees and turn­ 
ing every movable thing upside down./ 
One of the big plate glass in Green­ 
ing’s grocery was blown down and 
knocked into a thousand pieces. Nearly 
all of the stores facing the west suf­ 
fered to a greater or lessor degree. In 
a house io the southern part of the city, 
occupied by Fred Dobberthein, all of 
the west windows were blown in. Some 
of the oldest and most valuable shadr 
trees in the city were entirely ruinedX 
The business section of the city had 
a most 
dilapitated 
look yesterday. 
Signs were blown down and scattered 
in all directions. The store fronts on 
the east side of State and Main streets 
were one mass of ice. 


The storm is conceded to have been 
just as bad as the city evsr know.
